Study Method Is 
Key to Learning 


Finding an effective method of 
studying is the key to any type of 
learning. — 

The “S-Q-3-R” method of study, 
recommended by Joseph D. Bur- 
roughs, has proven to be quite 
successful for many students. Mr. 
Burroughs is extension specidlist 
in human relations at the Univer- 
sity of Massachusetts and has done 
considerable work in the area of 
the psychology of learning. 

To briefly break down this al- 


phabetic title, there are five steps 
in the S-Q-3-R method — survey, 
question, read, recite and review. 

First the student should quickly 
survey the headings in the reading 
assignment. This helps him figure 
out what the major ideas are and 
their general sequence. 

After the survey, which usually 
arouses some curiosity, the stu- 
dent should turn the first heading 
into a question. By actually ask- 
ing a question, the student creates 
a seeking attitude that helps him 
to know what he wants to learn 
in that section of reading. 

The third step Is to read the 
section, followed by the fourth, 
which is titled “recite.” In this

rial in the section just read. Com- 
plete notes are not the point and 
this should be done entirely from 
memory—no copying. 

Steps 2, 3, and 4 should be re- 
peated for each headed section of 
the reading assignment. Then the 
final step is to review the entire 
lesson. The student should try to 
recall the points that have been 
developed, glancing at the notes 
only when needed to remind him 
of points that can’t be immediate- 
ly remembered.

School Readiness 
Begins at Home 


Do you have a child who will 
be entering school for the first 
time this fall? If so, you will want 
to be ‘sure you have done your 
part in getting your youngster 
ready for this big event in his life. 

By all means teach the. child 
to tell his full name and address. 
Teach him to remove his own 
coat, hat, and rubbers, and to put 
them where they belong. 

Teach him basic safety precau- 
tions, such as how to cross the 
street, not to play in the street, 
and not to play with matches. 
Teach him not to accept rides 
from strangers. Teach him to 
obey the school safety patrol. 
Teach him the best route to 
school, or make sure that he 
knows when and where to meet 
the school bus. 

Be sure to provide the young 
child with clothing that is easy to 
manage. It’s a good idea to print 
his name in the lining of his coat, 
hat, and rubbers, and to pin gloves 
or mittens to coat sleeves. Teach 
the child to use a handkerchief 
properly. 

This is a good time to have the 
doctor give your child a physical 
check-up and correct any possible 
defects. 

Readiness for school is built 
gradually throughout the child’s 
infancy and nursery _ years. 
Throughout the pre-school years 
the parent can help the child de- 
velop social readiness for school 
by providing opportunities and 
materials for constructive play; 
by encoufaging social experiences 
and friendships with others in his 
age group; by stimulating his nat- 
ural curiosity to learn; and by en- 
couraging him to assume respon- 
sibility whenever he indicates his 
readiness by wanting to do things 
for himself. 

Above all, see that the child's 
basic needs for security, love, af- 
fection, and independence are rea- 
sonably fulfilled.

Proper Light Aids 
Efficient Study 


Homework is easier to do and 
grades are usually better if the 
student has the right type of light 
for studying. 

A study lamp should be tall 
enough so that the bottom of the 


shade is about even with the tip 


of your nose. If it isn’t, you can 


correct this by merely putting 


something under the lamp, sug- 
gests Verda M. Dale, Extension 
home management specialist at 
the University of Massachusetts. 

The shape of the lamp shade 
makes a difference too. It should 
be open at the top and the sides 
should be flared. A white lining 
will give you maximum return of 
light. ° 

Miss Dale advises that you 
should never use less than a 100- 
watt bulb. To prevent eyestrain, 
use white-lined bulbs. An indirect 
lighting bow} will give added help 
in diffusing and softening the 
light. 

Position the lamp beside you, 
never directly in front of you. 
Miss Dale said that no lamp is 
sufficient by itself — always see 
that some other light in the room 
is on. A white ceiling and a light- 
colored blotter on the desk or 
table contribute to good lighting 
for studying. 

Location of the studying area 
can make a difference too, said 
Joseph Burroughs, Extension hu- 
man relations specialist at the 
University. He advises that a place 
be set aside for studying that is 
to be done in the home. This area 
should be quiet and relatively free 
of interesting and distracting ob- 
jects. 

Children can't be expected to 
study well in an area as familiar 
to them as a playroom. It also 
takes considerable experience to 
study in the midst of conversation.

A Little Horned Zebra

The other day I went out into 
the garden to pick a bit of pars- 
ley and there, feeding contentedly 
on the mossy green leaves, was 
my old friend, the parsley cater- 
pillar, also called fennel worm. He 
also likes parsnip and carrot tops, 
too, both cultivated and wild. 

This is the larva of the black 
swallowtailed butterfly. After hav- 
ing molted several times and eat- 
en his fill, he will eventually at- 
tach himself to the stem of the 
host plant, weaving himself a 
slight gossamer belt for support. 
Now, in his final, inconspicuous 
brown coat, he goes to sleep, to 
emerge later as a beautiful but- 
terfly. 

The larva at which I was look- 
ing is a handsome fellow. I call 
him the zebra of the insect world 
and he is a good example of pro- 
tective coloration, with green 
body, regular black bands, accent- 
ed by small yellow spots, over 
eleven of his segments, proving 
himself to be a true insect. He will 
retain the six true legs on the 
front part of his body but the five 
pairs of pseudopods (false legs) 
will be sloughed off during the 
final moult. 

I had no intention of disturbing 
the pretty fellow for he was en- 
titled to his feed, even as you and
